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THE KWANGTUNG GENTRY. 


Oxr of the innovations initiated by 


the. young leaders of the Republic, 


was the belittling, if not the sweeping 
away ultogether, of the class of people 
known throughout China as the 
“Gentry.” It is well-known that this 
caste is very conservative ; that their 
knowledge is often very limited except 
in regnrd to the current book learning 
of their country and the recognised 
traditions of the people. ‘They huve, 
,however, been accustomed to wield 
very considerable power in the past, 
and they have clung to their position 
and their perquisites with tenacious 
grip. They stand by each other; and 


}}many times in the past, like the 


nobles in diden’ days in England, they 
have even opposed the rulers of the 
country in the interests of the People. 
When the entry of a district deter- 
mined to oppose any’ innovation that 
‘they deemed unjust ot inconvenient, 
time und. again “the, officials have 
been compelled to give way. The 
officials “were afraid to measure 
swords with this powerful class. 
The gentry, however, have always 
been strongly opposed to innovation, 
and look upon reforms with 


siispicion, because thoy ‘lelt that | 


change would probably bé for. the 
worse for them. . They have, there- 
fore, tacitly assumed that what was 


good enough for them was also good | 
enough both for the offivials and for’ 


masses of the people. The leaders of 
Young.
